Camara's Ships Cannot Use the 


Suez Canal. 


WATSON MAY BOTTLE IT UP IN 


CADIZ HARBOR. 


Washington, June 24—Special—It is believed in naval 


circles that Commodore Watson's mission to Spain is not so 
much to attack the seaboard cities as it is to capture or de- 
stroy Camara's fleet. It is well known here that the vessels 
will not be permitted to pass through the Suez canal, as such 
a proceeding would be in conflict with Great Britain's neu- 
trality policy. The Spanish fleet will therefore be compelled 
to return to Cadiz, the only port where it can find a safe 
anchorage. 
Perhaps Watson can reach the straits of^Gibral- 


tar m in time to prevent the exit of Camara. 
If not" he can 


easily blockade the Spanish admiral at Caciz and prevent 
Tiim from doing any mischief either by going to the relief of 
Manila or the West Indian fleet under Cervera. 
It is believ- 


ed that Camara can be as securely bottled at Cadiz as Cer- 
vera is at Santiago. 
Watson's orders, however, are discre- 


tionary, and he can govern his movements according to cir- 
cumstances. 


London, June 28 -Special—Late advices from Port Said 


state that the Spanish fleet is still there. 


The Situation at Manila. 


London June 28-.Special—A dispatch from Madrid 


states that the ministei of war has received an official mes- 
sage fram Manila saying that the situation continues grave. 
The enemy is increasing in proportion as the provinces sur- 
render. 
The Spanish losses bj sickness are heavy. A large 


number of desertions of natiue troops are noted. 
The 


strength of the enemy is placed at thirty thousand, armed 
with rifles ane a hundred thousand with clubs. Aquinaldo 
has asked Manila to surrender to prevent massacre when the 
city is taken, bur the governor refuses. 
There is fear of 


a bombardment at present. 


Fleet Will Turn Back. 


Madrid, June 28—Special—It is now thought that Ca- 


in ira's fleet will be compelled to return to Spain. 
The re- 


fusal of coaling privileges by the Egyptian officials was un- 
expected. 
It wiii be impossible for the fleet to pass through 


the Suez canal without replenishing the bunkers, and follyxto 
proceed to sea after passing through even if that feat was ac- 
complished. 
Then, too, the fleet may be needed to repel the 


attack of Watson's ships upon the seaboard cities, said to 
have been determined upon by the Washington government 
The fleet is looked for at Cadiz within a few days. 


Russia Doesn't Like It. 


Paris, June 28--Special—Considerable uneasiness is felt 


-»n St. Petersburg over the Spanish outlook. Russia is not 
pleased with the prospect of the United States taking the 
Philippines, and it is said will hardly brook an American in- 
cursion into Spanish waters. 
The sending ot a squadron to 


bombard the Spanish coast might lead to serious consequen- 
ces. The threat has already resulted in the exchange of views 
by the powers. 


Correspondents Captured.

for recovery. 
Two correspondents, one from Boston and the

Gen. Augusti has issued a proclamation declaring that Ger- 
many would not allow the American fleet to bombard the city 
and that the Germans will help Spain in driving the Ameri' 
cans out of the harbor.
